Claims 1-44 meet the criteria set out In PCT Article 33(2X3), because tlie prior art does not teach or feirly suggest the instart 
method for stimulating or promoting vascular wound healing of an endovascuJar wall injury wherein the Woactive agent delivery further 
eonrorises at least one of locally delivering the bioactive agent to ftfi eadovasciUar wall injury, or deHverii^ a *eiapeutic dose of a des- 
methyl tocopherol ageal to the cndoTOScular wall ityury, wherein the lood delivery of Woaottve agent is snffioieiil to substantially 
stimulate or promote vascular wound healing.
